Age.

The bells of St. Peter's Cathedral 


cccupl'ed the hour from 6 to 7 this 
morning in. tolling eighty-six times 
for tho dead prelate. The celebration 
of "All Saints" day began . with 
prayers for the -dead at all 
the 


churches winch were attended by un- 
usual crowds at the early morning 
services a IT:! continued throughout 
the rTv. 


CASTE OF AW OLD FAMILY. 


William Henry Elder was one of 


the distinguished prelates o£ the Bo- 
man Catholic church in the United 
States. SB was a descendant of nil 
old Hcryland family, 
his 
grand- 


mother having been a Spaldlng—the 
family of fcho late Archbishop Spald- 
in-g- of Baltlmora, and of the present 
Birhop John Lan-cast&r Spalding of 
Pcoria, 111. He was born in Balti- 
more March 22, 1819, and at the age 
o£ 1-2 was sent to Mount St. Mary's 
Seminary in Em'mit3bur.g, and six 
years later entered tho university. 


In 1842 he was seat to Home,where 


•he distinguished ihlmself as a scholar 
nnd tiheolog-lan. nnd on 
March 39, 


1846, lie was CTduln-ed to the priest- 
hood. A few years later the young 
priest returned to Mount St. Mary's, 
wh-ero for eleven years fa* served as 
jjrofcsscT of theology, and oil May 3, 
1837, he was raised to tho episco- 
pate, being consecrated 
bishop of 


Jtfat>ch«ss, Iiliss. 


During the civil war, he was ntoid- 


uous in his attention to the wounded 
and suffering soldiers on bo-fin sides. 
He alao won popular admiration dur- 
ing tho yellow 
fsvor 
epidemic in 


1878. 
While ministering to tho 


stricken victims 'ho wo.s himself 
tfllson down with tiho disease, from 
•which nt ono time he was reported 
d-end. 


TO CINCINNATI IN 1880. 


Wlren financial troubles besot the 


Into Archbishop Purccll of Cincinnati, 
in 1880, Blsh'op Elder was appointed 
his coadjutor, with tflie right of suc- 
cession, and upon Archbishop Pur- 
ooH'a death 'he succeeded to the sen 
July 4, 1883, nnd was invested with 
the 
pnlllUM Dec. 
13. Archbishop 


Elder's golden jubilee In 1806 was 
one of tho notable events of 
tho 


church iu tho United States, prelates 
from nt home and abroad and many 
distinguished laymen attending tho 
imposing ceremonies. 


Archbishop Elder has been de- 


ticrifccd as n man witfli a g-cntle face 
and a gentle (heart. His voice was as 
eoft as that of n child, nnd his man- 
ner was unrestrained. Tho greatest 
simplicity marked his surroundings. 
The furniture- of his room, was of tho 
plainest, and when he entered the 
apartment no on^ was to disturb him. 
The one strict rule that was never 
•violared by the few servants in hia 
household was never to knock at the 
door or to enter the room while he 
was in it, unless summoned. 


DEVOTED TO HIS BOOKS. 


Outside of his sleeping room the 


archbishop sp&nt most of his time in 
his library. This contains, it is be- 
lieved, one of the most valuable col- 
lections of books in 
the 
country. 


There are volumes in all languages, 
for the archbishop was a linguist and 
apent much time in making transla- 
tion's. 


Except Cardinal Gibbons, no man, 


stood higher In the American hier- 
archy than he. 


It wns often remarked that Arch- 


bishop Elder, In facial appearance, re- 
sembled the late Pope Leo; but the 
archbishop would reply that, while 
there anight be a chance similarity in 
feature, ho sadly lacked the sa-uctity 
nnd tih« intellectual attributes of the 
great pontiff.

Estimates of Number of Men 


Dead in Colorado Mine 


Vary Widely. 


PLACED AS HIGH AS SIXTY 


Mine Officials Say But21 are 


Dead, Miners Declare the 


Number Larger. 


Trinidad, Col., Oct. ag.—T'hc Rocky 


Mountain Coal and Iron company's 
mine No. 3, at Terclo, forty miles 
west of Trinidad,was so badly wreak- 
ed by the explosion which occurred 
yesterday that rescuers havo not yet 
succeeded iu penetrating to tihe point 
where the miners were working. 


EstiunatcG of tho number of men in 


the mine vary fro-m 20 to 60. There 
aro many foreignei-s among thorn. 
The mine company's officials have no 
record of the number working,though 
it is known that only 21 men went 
down into the mine yesterday morn- 
irig. 
According, to re-ports which 


'have not baen verified many more 
men wont into -.nie mino in the after- 
noon. It Is regarded as certain that 
none of tihoso who were in the mine 
when tfhe explosion occurred are now 
tvlivc. 


Company officials deny that there 


were more blvan 31 men in the mine 
at the time of the explosion, but 
miners havo today 
estimated the 


number of missing men at 68."- 


, COMES LIKE EARTHQUAKE. 
Tihe explosion was preceded by a 


low, 
Tumbling sound, resembling on 


earthquake, which 'made 
the earth 


tremble and startled fcho whole camp. 


Out of tn-o mouth of tho tunnel and 


two air shafts came a great volume 
of smoke nnd dust, whk'h continued 
for nearly a-minute. Out of the two 
air shafts, each of which is seven 
feet in dinonetcr, timbers that were 
from ono to two feet in diameter were 
sjhot into tho air and 
broken into 


splinters. 


Pieces of rocks were thrown over 


the camp for a distance of a qwcvtcr 
of a mile. In fact, it rained rocks, 
broken timbers, and all kinds of de- 
bris for fully a minuta, and. miony 
pooplo wore injured by being- struck 
with ilhese missiles. 


CROWDS RUSH TO TUN1TEL. 
Immediately after the 
explosion, 


which, wtas like a volcanic eruption, 
tliere was the wilder; excitement. 
Womon, men and children rushed to 
the mouth of the tunnel and women 
wihose 'husbands were in the- mine 
had to bo brought away by miners 
to keep tihem from being killed by 
deadly fumes coming from the shaft. 


The mine in wluch the accident 


happened works eighty men, and it 
13 believed that not Jess tthan sixty 
men woro in the mine at tho time. 


Tonight hundreds of men are try- 


Ing to get into the mine. 
Deadly 


fumea overcome the rescuers fre- 
quently, but tiheir places are imme- 
diately taken by othera ready bo risk 
fc'reir lives. 


Kearly all the miners employed 


were Slavs. The mine was opened 
cnly a year ago 'and extended 2,000 
feet into the lull.

Add a quarter of a pound 
of mustard seed, one ounce allspice, 
one ounce cloves, one ounce ground 
mustard, one ounce ground ginger, two 
tablcspoonfuln black pepper, two toa- 
spoonfuls celery seed, a quarter of a 
pound of brown sugar. Put nil In pre- 
serving pan, cover with vinegar and 
boll two houra; then strain through a 
sieve and bottle for use. '(White House 
Cook Book.)

It Is better to stand for two 
months before using. Keep the propor- 
tions exact If only half or quarter of 
the given quantity Is made. 


The appended recipes are old family 


recipes, used some of them for more 
than one generation: 


Two-two-two Pancakes (original) — 


Two cups sour milk,' one-half teaspoon 
soda, two cups stale bread crumbs, two' 
eggs, two cups flour, two level tea- 
spoons baking powder, pinch of salt. 
Soak bread, crumbs In the milk over 
night, add dissolved soda. If one has 
left over johnny cake, 'use one cup 
bread crumbs and one cup johnny cake. 
This mokes a fine change in flavor. In 
the morning add the eggs, well beaten.

W. B. Krausa, indicted and arraigned 
yesterday for tJhe murder of (her step- 
tfjuigihter, Crystal Krauss, on Aug. 2, 
by giving flier poison, pleaied guilty 
filteen minutes after 
appearing in 


court late yesterday afternoon, and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
E'h<e Accompanied 'hea- plea witfh a long 
u&afession, 


The casa was 'given to the jury at 


4:50, and at 5:30 'the verdict was re- 
turned aud sentence 
imposed. •• At 


6:22 Sheriff Hudson amd (his prisoner 
boanded a trolley car bound for In- 
dianapolis, where. Mrs. Krauss was 
placed In ilhe woman's •reformatory at 
11 o'clock last nig-ht.' 


MOB THREATENS PRISONER. 
On the way to tho depot a mob of 


•wonvsn on-d girls followed the prLs- 
orjper, hooting, throwing stones at'her, 
and crying, "hang her." T-he police 
kept the crowd back and 'guarded the 
car until It left. 


Not a man took part In i'uv tiEunon- 


ntration, and it is believed that if it 
had been generally known that Mrs. 
Krauss was to h-avo been taien away 
there would have been violence. The 
confession, came so unexpectedly that 
it was almost as great a surprise as 
the crime itself.

MRS. W. R. KRAUSS. 


Oct. 16, 1904. 
Crystal was 18 years old and her 


stepmother was nine years older. It 
was two months to a day before ths 
murder that the latter, whose maiden 
name was Bac Anderman, was mar- 
ried to "W, JR. Krauss, a prominent 
druggist here. He is in comfortable 
circumstances and an ante-nuptial 
agreement 
had been 
signed under 


which the bride was to receive $2,000 
in lieu of her dower rights, the estate, 
valued at about $20,000, to go to the 
daughter, Crystal. 


Both women were active in church 


affairs. 
Their relations toward eioli 


other appeared to he amicable. They 
often appeared together in public. . 


The girl died suddenly, soon aft«r 


a meal. Because of tha convnleions 
the physicians refused to sign a death, 
certificate, and this led to a coroner'* 
inquest. The jury's finding was th*t 
the girl had committed suicide. Tho 
bed on which she had died luid "bwa 
searched thoroughly by the doctors, 
but nothing had been found.

But Dr. Smith's ex- 
periments with the serum seem to 
have lain in pages of the medical 
paper until taken up by Dr., Adolph 
Mignault, of this place, who haa had 
brilliant success1.

the disease. He was taken ill on Sep- 
tember IB and was well on the 25th, 
although he was not then discharged 
from the detention hospital.

, serum Eubcutaneously in the umbili- 


cal region 
was .administered

evening of the 16th, 
nnd the pa- 


tient's temperature fell before mid- 
. night from almost 105 to about 08, 
above which it rarely rose again. 
Four doses of the serum of ten cubic 
centimeters 
were administered for 


four evenings In succession, and with 
the exception of a little cream of 
'tartar of laxative effect and an oecfi-. 
elonal spoonful of gin for its effect 
on the kidneys and as a stimulant, 
no Bother medicine was used. 


The pustules formed, but nover de- 


'veloped. 
They were entirely dried 


up on the seventh day. 
There was 


no suppuration and none of the loath- 


• eomo features of the 
disease ap- 


peared. 
The secondary fever never 


put in its appearance and when the 
patient under the old' method would 
have been at the worst.stage of the 
disease he was up and well, -with 
not a pimple to bo seen on his skin 
uud- only a .little redness, at the 
places •where the. pustules began 
forming. There was absolutely none 
of the de,squamatlon that usually at- 
tends, the convalescent .stage of the 
disease. 


Tha other patients in the hospital 


marveled nt tho priest's recovery and 
were inclined to attribute it to the 
intervention of Providence. Dr. Mig- 
.nan It says that tho case -was no more 
.severs than a case of chickenpox. 
Father Gobeil, who is now'thirty

The theory of 
its use is based on the fact that in 
eruptive fevers, to which class small- 
pox belongs,'streptococci soon develop 
and become more dangerous than the 
original 
gorm of the disease. 
In 


smallpox this secondary development 
of the coed is accepted as a. fact. 
It 


'is. to this that the suppurattve pro- 
cess of the pustules, as well as the 
dangerous 
secondary 
fever, 
aro 


thought to be due. 


:Tho object of administering 
the 


serum is to prevent the development 
of the streptococci and all the sec- 
ondary features due to it. 
Strepto- 


cocci would develop, it has been cal- 
culated, at the rate of 125 pounds a 
day. 
No such growth ia possible in 


tho human system and it is the sys- 
tem's fighting to prevent this growth 
that taxes ttie vitality of the patlen-t. 


The serum is obtained by inoculat- 


ing a horse with streptococci obtained 
from the germ of •Erysipelas after that 
germ has been raised to its greatest 
virulence by culture in the labora- 
tory. 
Small doses -are 
injected at 


first and the dose is increased gradU' 
ally until the horse can stand almost 
any quantity. The blood of the horse 
la then considered 
immune 
from 


streptoopccl and is drawn off from 
the jugular vein into sterilized tubes. 


The blood is then subjected to a 


cooling process, by which the serum 
is separated from the blood corpu 
cles. This serum is then tested mi- 
croscopically and is packed in ster- 
ilised tuhea, 
each 
tube 
being a 


syringe to administer.it with, with- 
out its having been touched by hu- 
man hands. 


Antistreptococcic serum la practi- 


cally a new therapeutic agent. 
Its 


possibilities are practically unknown, 
but it is believed it will- prove in- 


Bowser as 


valuablo wherever 
streptococci do 


velop. Its value in smallpox is said 
to have been not even known to it: 
makers until Dr. Mignault 
called
